By Reputed Power 
Of Roentgen Tube 


PASADENA, Cal., June 18.—(/)— 
American scientists meeting here were 
astounded today by the reading of a 
report from Berlin deseribing the de- 
velopment of an X-ray tube capable of 
producing Gamma rays equal to 100.- 
000 grams of radium—nfore than all 
the radium in use in the world. 

The report, presented to the Ameri- 
ean Association for the Advancement 
of Science, was prepared by Dr. F. 
Lange and A. Brasch, of the Univer- 
sity of Berlin. 

Built of paper, rubber and alumi- 
num, the tube used in the experiment 
revealed in the report, is only three 
feet long. It operates at 2,600,000 
volts and it is estimated that similar 
ones can be built up to 7,000,000 
volts. 

Most fundamental principles of con- 
structing X-ray tubes are done away 
with in the experiment reported by 
Lange and Brasch.

Advertising Wederation of America 
closed its four-day session today by 
re-electing Gilbert T. Hodges, of New 
York, to the presidency and expound- 
ing its collective views on the eco- 
nomic situation which it believes it 
can help improve. 
The federation adopted resolutions 
advising business it cannot realize its 
full development except through the 
widest possible distribution among the 


creators of wealth of an equable share 
of the profits of production. 

Members of the federation expressed 
belief that by establishing confidence 
in the future, and by skilful advertis- 
ing, the latent buying power among 
the gainfully employed can be aroused 
so that they will purchase more goods 
and contribute to business recovery. 
Three vacancies on the board of di- 
rectors were filled by the election of

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THE REDISTRICTING DUTY. 


The editorial reproduced else- 
where from the Savannah News puts 
clearly and strongly the inexcus- 
able injustices that would follow a 
failure of the general assembly to 
immediately form the ten congres- 
sional districts called for by the 
census and the reapportionment act 
of congress. 


No clear-headed and -conscien- 
tious legislator can advance any 
tenable reason why the redistrict- 
ing should be delayed and a state| 
of confusion and unfairness of rep- 
resentation thrust upon the people. ' 
If the redistricting can be delayed | 
for two years, it can be’ postponed | 
for ten years. In Illinois it was} 
refused by the legislature from 1910) 
to now, so requiring the election of : 
two congressmen at large ‘during! 
20 years with great injustice to the , 
people. That wrong has been 
righted by a new redistrictng bill 
enacted this year. 


History reminds us that the elec- 
tion of congress representatives by 
statewide tickets is fruitful of con- 
fusing possibilities. .In 1838 New 
‘Jersey, using that method, balled up 
the organization of the house of 
congress with a contest that lasted 
from the first Monday in Decem- 
ber, 1839, to March 10, 1840. 

At that time Georgia, New Jersey 
and New Hampshire .were the only, 
States using statewide congress | 
elections. 


Following the New Jer-! 
sey “‘ball-up,’ congress passed the 
act of 1842 making district elec-! 
tions mandatory on ail the states. 


To revert again to statewide elec- | 
tions would be an arbitrary refusal; 
to comply with the federal act, andi 
would work grave injustice upon: 
the people of each representative 
-quota by disallowing them the right 


" to elect their own acceptable rep-' 


resentative. 


Justice and real regard for the, 
best interests of the state demand, | 
regardless of individuals, the order-'| 
ly arrangement of the state into ten} 
equalized districts so that the | 
people in each one of them may, 
in an orderly and fair, way, choose 
their own popular representative in! 
congress. | 

Only in that way can the pres-' 
tige and power of Georgia in na-! 
tional legislation be preserved and: 
enhanced.

Famine 
and pestilence, tuberculosis and ma- 
laria were ever with them, They ney- 
er brushed their teeth nor used hand- 
kerchiefs; they spat copiously on the 
ground and wiped their hands in their 
hair. Worst disillusion of all for the 
romantic’ dreamers—comely * bodies 
were rare. The Greeks had their full 
share of the stunted, the deformed, 
the hunchbacked, the pot-bellied’ and 
the knock-kneed.

Legislature Should Act 
In Redistricting State, 
Says Savannah News 


(From the Savannah News.) 

It would ve nothing short 
disaster to Georgia if those few per- 
sons 
the redistricting of the state, to make 
10 eongressional districts in the place 
of 12 which now exist, should have 
their way. Their idea is to elect ten 
congressmen-at-large from «the state 
and let the redistricting go over for 
two years. 

In the first place that is a very un- 
fair plan. It would be possible for all 
ten congressmen to come from a small 
portion of the state while the sections 
which need to keep their represent - 
tion would be left out in the cold. 
The whole plan of the lower house of 
congress calls for representation by 
Cistricts and there is no good excuse 
on earth for the legislature to fail 
to reassemble the counties into the 
required number of districts based on 


the new census. 


If you will take the little trouble 
to look at a map of Georgia you will 
see that two districts ‘occupy the 
coastal section, that two others take 
in the mountain section, and it is 
natura'ly expected that Fulton county 
will be a district by itself because of 
its large population. It seems noth- 
ing but ordinary common sense to 
make these five of the new ten dis- 
tricts. The other five could be grouped 
Shout the Jarger cities in the remain- 
ing area, as Augusta, Athens, Macon, 
Columbus and, say, Americus or 
bany. The first and eleventh districts 
are “naturals.” They occupy the great 
coastal section of the state and are 
divided each from the other by the 
great Altamaha river. The two moun- 
tain districts, the seventh and ninth, 
also are “naturals.” They stretch 
across the northern section of the 
state. The “eapital district,” Fulton 
county, because of its large popula- 
tion, will have to be made one district 
in all fairness. 

Thus five of the ten districts which 
Georgia will be allowed seem to have 
been arranged by the combination of 
natural outlines and the concentration, 
in the case of Fulton county, of popu- 
lation. To use these five as a basis f. ° 
the redistricting would make the task 

simpler. In every respect these 
five would fit into any new plan of 
redistricting of the remainder of the 
state, fairly and rightfully. 

Certainly there should be no popu- 
lar sentiment in favor of postponing 
redistricting The people want the 
state divided into districts so that 
each econgressman may represent a 
certain area and a certain population: 
that is infinitely better than to send 
ten men chosen at large from the 
whole state and representing no par- 
ticular part of it, with the possibility 
that most if not all the ten would 
be from a small section of the state 
and not particularly interested in the 


great area from which none of them 


would come.

MONTGOMERY, Ala., June 18.— 
#)\—The house of the Alabama legis- 

ature today passed measures assess- 
ing an income tax, a tax on natural 
gas distributed in the state and a pro- 
posed constitutional amendment to re- 
capture SO per cent of inheritance 
taxes collected by the federal govern- 
ment in the state. 

The tax on natural gas. a committee 
substitute for the Beebe bill, provides 
for a levy of one-half a cent per cubic 
thousand feet distributed in 1931; 
three-fourths of a cent in 1932 and 
one cent in 1933 and thereafter. 


The income tax bill by Representa- 
tive Kettler, of Crenshaw, provides for 
a levy of 39 cents per $100 on in- 
comes with a flat exemption to all 
persons of $1, Under this bill, 
proponents pointed out, it will not be 
necessary to submit a constitutional 
amendment to the voters as would be 
the case in a measure providing a 
sliding scale similar to the federal in- 
eome tax. The vote on.the measure 
was 42 to 19.

GENERAL ELECTRIC 
RAPS RADIO RULING | 


WASHINGTON, June 18.—(4)— 
The General Electric Company filed 
in the supreme court today a vigorous 
protest against the court’s recent deci- 
sion holding the Langmuir patent on 
vacuum tubes invalid. <A _ rehearing 
was asked. ; 

The decision, rendered in a_ suit 
brought by the DeForest Radio Com- 
pany, was regarded of the greatest im- 
portance by the industries using vac- 
uum tubes. There has been a ‘slash- 
ing of the retail price of such tubes. 

The decision held the Langmuir 
patent did not involve invention, and 
referred to facts which it dec ‘lared es- 
tablished prior use of high vacuums. 
It also stated that Lee De Forest, 
prior to the Langmuir patent, knew 
and used the device and methods cov- 
ered by the patent. 

The General Electric Company, in 
its petition, asserted the vitally im- 
portant findings of fact on which the 
decision was based, while justified by 
the brief and argument of the De For- 
est Radio Company were contradicted 
by the records in the case.
